SDPPHESSIHG THE TXUTH. 


The internal revenue organization is 


now the most costly and corrupt feature 
oE our political system, and Mr.Grecc B. 
Kaum, the commissioner and head ot the 
department, is responsible for its degra- 
dation. He has, by precept and example, 
-taught that devotion to party is para- 
mount to the faithful discharge oE public 
duties, and the result is some four thous- 
and officials, many of whom are partisan 
tramps and brawlers,, and the expendi- 
ture of over five millions annually to pay. 
this army of political workers. 


The above paragraph is from the Phil- 


adelphia Times, a paper that pretends to 
be independent in politics and truthful 
in its statements.' 
But the Times like 


many other papers oE its class, keeps the 
truth in the background and bring false- 
hood to the fore. It has been very 
frequently said by papers that wont out 
of their way to find a misrepresentation, 
that the internal revenue system is ex- 
pensive and corrupt, but these were state- 
ments without authority. On tho other 
hand, and especially during the ttrm of 
office 
of 
General Kaum, there has 


been no department 
oE 
the gov- 


ernment more wisely and economically 
managed than the internal revenue de- 
partment. 
What General Kaum has 


done during the seren years ho has held 
the office, may be briefly summed up as 
follows: He has collected 3870,000,000 
without losing a cent, conducted a series 
of small whisky wars in the' southern 
mountains with success by organizing a 
strong armed police, reduced expenditure 
by cutting down offices, multiplied checks 
and safeguards, and throughout shown 
how much a clearheaded man can do to 
improve administration when he has to 
deal with officers holding on good behav- 
ior and responsible to him, even if he 
cannot remove them at will. Mr. Raum 
found the cost of collecting the revenue 
standing at 3.89 per cent. Three or four 
years before, it had been at 5.30 per coot, 
and only once since the war had it been 
under 3 per cent, again tho first year he 
was in charge, and it sank to 2,80 per cent, 
last year, the lowest figures since 18G7.

The Drift or Them (Said to ho Favor-

INDIANAPOLIS, May 4.—Tho corre- 


hpontlont of Tho Chicago Tribune telcgniplis 
his papor as follows: Tlio returns from iho 
municipal elections throughout Indiana Tues_ 
day show that in many instances strictly poli- 
tical differences wore not tho only isano, and in 
Homo instances politics did not figure in tho 
result at all 
At niolimonfl an alliance of 


Democrats and disaffected Republicans led by 
ex-Mayor Bennett, a Republican, was utterly 
routed by tho regular Republican organiza- 
tion only ono Democratic councilman being 
elected.

Tho Lafayette eloetion hinged to some extent 
npou the recent slander suit, which agitated 
the town for months, and tho Democrats wore 
victorious, for tho first timo in several years. 
Tlio Domocrata elected their ticket entire in 
Vincounos, 
but wherever the Republicans 


maintained their organization intact and ma-Jo 
the fight upon strictly party grounds they wero 
generally successful, and m some cases sub- 
stantial gains wore scored. Especially was 
this tho case at Terre Hauto, where last fall 
iho Democrats carried everything by SOU ma- 
jority. This timo they got only tho clerk. Iho 
result was tho same at Elkhart, Frankfort, 
Brazil, aud Greenfield, whore a combination 
of tiroenbackors, Democrats, and dissatisfied 
Republicans existed. The drift of the elections 
iu a political way is regarded as decidedly in 
favor of tho Republicans.

tions. Again, the Storthing had ap- 
pointed a committee to revise the or- 
ganization of the army and navy. 
The 


Government threw every possible ob- 
stacle in the way, and appointed a royal, 
commission to accomplish the same 
work. In these and a number of other 
minor matters, which are strictly un- 
constitutional, the Government has laid 
itself open, to censure, and the present 
Parliament, which has an enormous 
Liberal majority—the numbers stand 
eighty-one to twenty-three, if I am not 
mistaken—have decided to impeach the 
Ministers and hold them responsible for 
these unconstitutional acts. The'present 
Norwegian Parliament 
consists very 


largely of peasant land-owners. Norway 
has• no .'land-owning nobility. 
These 


peasant proprietors take a lively interest 
in politics. The Norwegian people are 
proud and independent, and ic is impos- 
sible for any ruler with arbitrary ten- 
dencies to curb their independent spirit. 
The King does not understand them. He 
has thrown down the gauntlet and he 
may be sure they will, reply by taking 
up his challenge. As to the outlook, it 
is an ominous fact that the Government 
organs talk continually of a coup d'etat. 
They insist that by the recent alliance 
of the house of Bernadotte with _ the 
house of Hohenzoliern by the marriage 
of the Crown Prince of Norway and 
Sweden to the granddaughter of the 
Emperor of Germany, King Oscar II. 
has pledged himself to stem the tide of 
Liberal encroachments in his own coun- 
tries as Bismarck has done so effectually 
in Germany." 


In conclusion. Professor Boyesen said 


that he believed the' King would ulti- 
mately recede from his position; that 
thore was no real danger of German in- 
terference; that the. Norwegians were 
not at ail desirous of separation from 
Sweden, and that many members of the 
Swedish Parliament and large numbers 
of the Swedish people sympathize with 
the Norwegians in the brave _ struggle 
they arc making to retain their consti- 
tutional rights and privileges.—N. Y. 
World.

Prof. Hjalmer H. Boyeson. of Colum- 


bia College, was interviewed by a re- 
porter with reference to tho struggle 
now pending in Norway between tho 
crown and the Storthing, or Norwegian 
Parliament. 
It will bo remembered 


that a I'ew years ago a cable dispatch 
from Christiana announced that the com- 
mittee having under consideration the 
conflict between the crown and the- 
Storthing had decided by a vote ot six 
tc throe to propose the impeachment of 
the ministry. 


Prof. Boyesen said: "The struggle 


is really a very old one. When Norway 
was ceded to Sweden by the treaty of 
Kiel, in 1814, the Norwegians refused to 
be bound by the terms of the treaty and 
summoned a Storthing of their own.' 
This Storthing framed a Constitution- 
that was fashioned to a great extent 
after the American Constitution, though 
the central principle was that of consti- 
tutional sovereignty. One feature of it, 
evidently taken from the American Con- 
stitution, unfortunately,in my judgment, 
made the Ministers responsible to the. 
people, but jjave them no seat in tho 
Storthing. 
They were not required to, 


have a Parliamentary majority. The 
Ministers thus became the agents of the 
Ring's power in Norway. 
" When Bernadotte, tho adopted son 


f King Charles, of Sweden, ascended 
he Swedish throne he claimed Norway 
s part of his domains. The Norwegians 
efused to recognize him, and elected 
a Danish Prince to be their King. He 
died shortly 
thereafter. 
Bernadotte 


aroposed, as a compromise by which re- 
Bourse to force might be avoided, to ac- 
cept their own Constitution, to grant 
hem their own Storthing, and govern 
hem as a separate -nation, provided 
hey would acknowledge him as their 
{ing. Thus was effected the so-called, 
union between Norway and Sweden, No- 
ember 14, 1814. Bernadotto ever re- 


o^arded-the agreement as merely tempo- 
ary. He endeavored to remodel the Nor- 
ve"-ian Constitution in accordance with 
tha" of Sweden. The - Norwegian Stor- 
.hing .woultfnever permit their Constitu- 
,ion°t6 be so ohaWged. 
The Swedish 'Constitution is not ab- 


solutely [illiberal, but it is full of cumber- 
somo"remnants-of feudalism, ana the 
middle ages. Throughout Bertiadotte's 
vei^n these attempts were frequently re- 
peated. 
His.son, Oscar I., though he 


did not abandon his father's programme, 
made no very strenuous efforts to carry 
it into effect. 
Nor did Oscar's son and 


successor, Charles XV., who died only 
a, few years ago. The present King, 
Oscar II., had" been brought up by a 
Swedish professor, who trained him in 
all the traditions of the Bernadotte fam- 
ily 
No sooner did he ascend the 


throne than he' renewed the policy of 
his Grandfather with respect to Norway. 
About four or five years ago the Nor- 
we<nan Storthing passed an act giving 
the ministers of the Crown a seat in the 
Storthing. This act: the King_ vetoed. 
By a provision-of the Norwegian Con- 
stitution an act which passes three suc- 
cessive Parliaments becomes law in spite 
of the King's veto. Accordingly, when 
the act passed the third time the King 
had no alternative but to claim an abso- 
lute veto or to promulgate the law. He 
was foolish enough to choose the former 
course. He contended that with respect 
to amendments to the Constitution he 
had the right of absolute v.eto. 
The 


Constitution had been in. effect since 
18U, and no such discovery had been 
.previously made. It can onty be main- 
tained bv a vast amount of legal quib- 
bling. The points in dispute were TQ- 
ferred to the law faculty of the Univer- 
sity of Christiana and were decided in 
the King's favor, 
The year following, 


Since the terrible railroad disaster at 


Tehachapi a few weeks ago travelers 
board the trains of the Southern PticiGc 
Railroad with considerable fear, which 
is not alone confined to them, but is 
participated in by the mail agents and 
other employes, who, like the passen- 
gers, are placed at the mercy of any 
reckless engineer or brakeman: Scarce- 
ly a day Jaas passed recently but what 
the narrow escape of trains from de- 
struction are reported on the Southern 
Road, the latest inSOance being the 
miraculous escape of" the express and 
passenger train which left this 'city last 
Monday morning. The story as told by 
one who was on board is in -substance as 
follows-: The train arrived 'at Tucson 
considerably behind-'-time, and_it was 
proposed to make up the lost -time be- 
tween Tncson and Doming. The other 
side of Tucson-is a low, swampy coun- 
trv: known' as 'the cienega; " It extends 
for several miles south • of Tucson, has 
considerable of a down grade and the 
track-forms a series of sharp curves. 
- As soon as the train left Tucson and 
o-ot fairly started on the down-grade'the 
en<nne'er pulled the throttle open and the. 
train went down the. slope at a frightful 
rate of speed, which increased with 
each revolution of the wheels. The en- 
gineer attempted to slack up and ap- 
plied the air-brake, but the brake was 
evidently-out of order, as it would not 
work. Alter several unsuccessful at- 
tempts to cheek the speed of the train, 
the now thoroughly alarmed engineer 
whistled for brakes. The occupants of 
the cars were panic-stricken and the 
shrieking of the whistle added to the 
confusion. The two brakemen and the 
conductor applied the hand-brakes as 
quickly as possible, but the train had 
attained such a velocity that they had 
no effect and ia rounding the sharp 
curves the cars rode on two wheels. 
After the runaway train had traveled, 
about five miles and struck a slight up- 
raise the speed of the train slackened 
and it was brought to a stop. An ex- 
amination showed that nobody was hurt 
and the railroad officers,- after the usual 
custom-, tried-to hush the matter up. 


Attached to the train was a special 


car containing A. A. 'Beam, the Division 
Sunerintendent, and other railroad offi- 
cers. At the time the train began to 
run away the party were eating dinner,, 
but soon the swaying motion of the car 
caused them to stop, and when the 
crockery and edibles commenced to. 
tumble about the brave railroad officers 
became alarmed and' fled into the'for-' 
ward coaches. 
Considerable damage 


was done in the special car, seats being 
overturned, lamps broken, etc. In the 
bacnrawe, mail and express cars, which 
have no exits but doors in the sides of 
the cars, the men cnlmly awaited tbe 
crash of the wreck, which they mo- 
mentarily expected. 
Why these cars -have no end doors 


has always been a puzzle.-and since the, 
disaster at Tehachapi the men_ running 
on them are urging the necessity of the 
company to provide some way where in- 
case of an accident they can gat out. It 
has been claimed, and not without rea- 
son, that had the mail, baggage and 
express cars been provided with end 
doors, so that those inside could have 
access to the brakes, the Tehachapi 
disaster would not have occurred, as 
the men would have applied the hand- 
brakes.— San Francisco Clvrtntiel*.

The old residents of Janesville • 


saddened this forenoon at the announce- 
ment of the death of Mr. Thomas Byrne,
